THE POSTOFFICE 


Postmaster Median states that as 


a measure of economy, the govern- 
ment has requested the public to use 
only stamps of thu highest denomina- 
tion suited to the amount of postage 
required on all letters and packages. 
Kor example, a 3-cent stamp instead 
of three 
1-cent 
stamps should be 


affixed to letters needing three cents 
postage, and a 10-cent stamp instead 
of five 2-cent stamps should be at- 
tached to parcels requiring ten cents 
postage. 


Co-operation between postoiflce em- 


ployes and the public in the sale and 
use of stamps of tho higher denom- 
inations will effect a large saving to 
Uncle Sam in the cost -of producing

school teachers in search of influenza 
cases. Crowding is one cause of com- 
plaint hut it does not justify the un- 
sanitary conditions found. 


Conditions that never were supposed 


to exist, conditions that should not 
be tolerated for a single day, have been 
found by those who made a canvass 
of some of tho congested 
tlistricts. 


What has been revealed is simply ap- 
palling. 


And let it 
well understood that 


these conditions were not the result 
of poveriy. In one of the worst in- 
stances, the family had an income 
from its weekly earnings that was 
amply sufficient to support it in re- 
spectable 
circumstances. 
But 
the 


money was hidden away while the 
urgent needs of children, aged people 
and sometimes even the \vage earners 
themselves were neglectod. Total lack 
of attention to ventilation and 
the 


ordinary requirements of cleanliness, 
were the most striking things noticed 
by the visitors. 


In some cases where the houses were 


fairly sood, there was such neglect of 
the usual essentials of housekeeping 
that the conditions were filthy in the 
extreme. In addition to having n dirty 
home, there was also in divers canes 
a very noticeable 
lack 
of personal 


cleanliness. 


Where the nurses found cases of the 


Influenza, they were ready to make a!- 
lowance for neglect; but there was evi- 
dence that in many of the houses the 
use of the scrubbing brush, the broom 
and even the simple application of soap 
and water, seemed to he lost arts! In 
some cases the visiting nurses found it 
necessary to do a family washing and 
something In tile line of general house 
Gleaning before they could begin to do 
anything along tiie line of their pro- 
fessional work. In most of the cases 
it appeared not at all strange thai 
sickness had visited the homes. Indeed 
the wonder was that the occupants had 
escaped so long. 
These revelations 


will do a; vast amount of good, if the 
discoveries made be followed up and 
utilized by the health authorities. More 
attention must be paid to sanitary con- 
ditions and cleanliness) in the congested 
districts and the people there should 
be compelled to keep their homes in a 
.clean 
and 
sanitary 
condition. 
It 


appears 
that 
many 
work 
such 


long hours that they have been too 
tired to do any house work after get- 
ting home and this continued for six 
months or longer brings about a very 
bad state of affairs. 


It, appears that in several of the 


worst cases found, the total inability 
to speak English caused the. family to 
be completely 
isolated. 
They 
were 


self quarantined, inasmuch as they could 
not communicate with any of their 
neighbors even in the most dire dis- 
tress. In one case the father was dead 
in the house, while the mother and 
children were in bed unable to help 
themselves and perhaps unaware that 
death had entered their home. In an- 
other case a family of five was found 
in bed, not one of them able to speak 
a word of English or to notify their 
neighbors to call a doctor. 


When foreigners come to our city, 


one of the first and most important 
duties devolving upon them is to learn 
to speak the English language, at least 
sufficiently to make themselves under- 
stood. 
In order to do this, they will 


have to abandon their clannish meth- 
ods and their adhereiice to their na- 
tive tongue. They will find it to their 
advantage to mingle with those who 
speak English as in this way they can 
pick up the language without difficulty 
in a short time.

GERMAN BID FOR PEACE 


The German note is a far fetched 


attempt to comply with the conditions 
laid clown by President Wilson as re- 
quisite before any 
proposition 
for 


peace can be considered. 


Germany says she has modified her 


constitution so that the people will 
have a voice in the declaration of war 
and tho conclusion of peace treaties. 
So far as can ba learned, all that has 
been done in this direction is the 
transaction of a little 
parliamentary 


camouflage intended to fool the allies. 


According to the reply Germany is 


willing to submit the question of an 
armistice to the military commanders 
on condition that the guarantees on 
both sides shall be based upon the ac- 
tual standards of power of the con- 
tending armies in the field. 


On this point the allied commanders 


and those of Germany 
could 
never 


agree, so that on this provision alone, 
if on no other, the reply will fail ut- 
terly to meet the approval of President 
Wilson or of the governments of the 
other allied powers. 


The note gives ample evidence of 


Germany's anxiety for peace; but she 
wants a compromised peace which the 
allies are in no mood to grant, undei 
present conditions. 


The German denial of Ihe charge ot 


cruelty and wanton destruction be- 
yond any justification under military 
necessities. 
not be accepted 
as 


candid or truthful; and furthermore, 
the tone of veiled deceit, so character- 
istic of Germany diplomacy, is too ap- 
parent in this reply to fool cither Pres- 
ident Wilson or the powers with which 
the United States is associated in this 
war. 


In reality this reply has been con- 


cocted by the high military command 
of Germany in an effort to save the 
Hohenzollern dynasty by securing 
negotiated peace. 


We do not believe that the reply will 


be seriously considered by the allied 
powers which in view of the unreliabil- 
ity of any government headed by the 
kaiser, will accept nothing less than 
unconditional surrender. The Ilohen- 
zolierns must go before Oerm.iny can 
meet President Wilson's conditions! 


As to the evacuation of territory, 


Germany has been forced to retire 
without conditions and her evacuation 
will soon be complete. 


When the battlefield is tranyfcrivrl 


to German soil she will be more dis- 


The boyr; go from their honies

There was only one 
of us who died from it in our company, 
at that time. Walter Bruce, a very 
good friend ot mine. 
We have lost 
tew men but at that we have been 
exceptionally lucky. 
Our division was the shock division 
which started the allied drive of Sept. 
12. We did an awful job on the bochu. 
1 am now in a little shack writing 
this letter, where we drove the bouhe 
out only a week agro. 
It's a swel 
place. 1 am overlooking the front line 
while shells are banking all .around 
us. In a place like this we don't mine 
Lheni because if they come too close 
we drag ourselves to a dug-out. How- 
ever, so far today they haven't landed 
closer than wjithin 300 yards of us. 
We are now about 22 kilometres from 
one of the big-geat German forts and 
wo expect it to tail in a week or so 
We are waiting to so over the top 
again in a few days.

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BAD HOUSING CONDITIONS 


The eyes of the people of Lowe!! 


have been opened in regard to local 
housing conditions as a result of the 
canvass made 
by 
the nurses and 


school teachers in search of influenza 
cases. Crowding is one cause of com- 
plaint but it does not justify the un- 
sanitary conditions found. 


Conditions that never were supposed 


to exist, conditions that should not 
be tolerated for a single day. have been 
found by those who made a canvass 
of some of the congested 
districts. 


What has been revealed is simply ap- 
palling. 


And let it be well understood that 


these conditions were not the result 
of poverty. In one of the worst in- 
stances, the family had an income 
from its weekly earnings that was 
amply sufficient to support it in 
spectable • circumstances. 
money was hidden away 


Rut 
while 


re- 
the 
the 


urgent needs of children, aged people 
and sometimes even the wage earners 
themselves were neglected. Total lack 
of attention to ventilation and the 
ordinary requirements of cleanliness, 
•were the. most striking things noticed 
by the visitors. 


In some cases where the houses were 


fairly good, there was snch neglect of 
the usual essentials of housekeeping 
that the conditions were filthy in the 
extreme. In addition to having a dirty 
home, there was also in divers cases 
a very noticeable lack of 
persona! 


cleanliness. 


"Where the nurses found cases of the 


influenza, they were ready to make al- 
lowance for neglect; but there was evi- 
dence that in many of the houses the 
use of the scrubbing brush, the broom 
and even the simple application of soap 
and water, seemed to bo lost arts. In 
some cases the visiting nurses found it 
necessary to do a family washing and 
something in the line of general house 
cleaning before they could begin to do 
anything along the line o£ their pro- 
fessional work. In most of the cases 
it appeared not at all strange that 
sickness had visited the homes. Indeed 
. the wonder was that the occupants had 
. escaped so long. 
These revelations 


will do a .vast amount of goodl if the 
discoveries made be followed up and 
'utilized by the health authorities. More 
. attention must be paid to sanitary con- 
• ditions and cleanliness in the congested 


districts and the people there should 
be compelled to keep their homes in a 
clean and sanitary 
condition. 
It 


. appears 
that, 
many 
work 
such 


. long hours that they have been too 


tired to do any house work after get- 
ting home and this continued for six 


• months or longer brings about a very 


bad state of affairs. 
. It appears • that in several of 
the 


worst cases found, the total inability 
to speak English caused the family to 
be completely isolated. 
They 
were 


self quarantined, inasmuch as they could 
not communicate with any of their 
neighbors even in the most dire dis- 
tress. In one case the father was dead 
In the house, while the mother and 
children were in bed unable to help 
themselves and perhaps unaware that 
death had entered their home. In an- 
other case a family of fivo was found 
in bed, not one of them able to speak 
a word o£ English or to notify their 
neighbors to call a doctor. 


When foreigners come to our city. 


. one of the first and most important 


duties devolving upon them is to learn 
to speak the English language, at least 
sufficiently to make themselves under- 
stood. 
In order to do this, they will 


. have to abandon their clannish meth- 


ods and their adherence to their na- 
tive tongue. They will find it to their 
advantage to mingle with those who 
speak English as in this way they can 
pick up the language without difficulty 
in a short time.

GERMAN BID FOR PEACE 


The German note is a far fetched 


attempt to comply with the conditions 
laid down by President "Wilson as re- 
quisite 
before any 
proposition 
for 


peace can be considered. 


Germany says she has modified her 


constitution so that the people will 
have n voice in the declaration of war 
and the conclusion of peace treaties. 
So far as can be learned, all that has 
been done in this direction is the 
transaction of a little parliamentary 
camouflage intended to fool the allies. 


According to the reply Germany is 


willing to submit the question of an 
armistice to .the military commanders 


condition that the guarantees on 


both sides shall be based upon the ac- 
tual standards of power of the con- 
tending armies in the field. 


On this point the allied commanders 


and those of Germany 
could 
never 


agree, so that on this provision alone, 
if on no other, the reply will fail ut- 
terly to meet the approval of President 
Wilson or of the governments of the 
other allied powers.

candid or truthful: and furthermore, 
the tone of veiled deceit, so character- 
istic of Germany diplomacy, is too ap- 
parent in this reply to fool either Pres- 
ident Wilson or the powers with which 
the United Stater, is associated in this 
war. 


In reality this reply has been con- 


cocted by the high military command 
of Germany in an effort to save the 
Hohenzollern dynasty by securing a 
negotiated peace. 


We do not believe that the reply wii! 


he seriously considered by the allied 
powers which in view of the unreliabil- 
ity of any_government headed by the 
iaiser, 
accept nothing less than 


unconditional surrender. The Hohen- 
zollerns must go before Germany can 
meet President Wilson's conditions. 


As to the evacuation of territory, 


Germany has been forced to retire 
without conditions and her evacuation 
will soon be complete. 


When the battlefield is transferred 


to German soil she will he more dis-
